Accounts from Corfu, of the 29th alt. an- 
nounce that Reschid Pacha, soon after the ar- 
rival of the Captain Pacha, off Missolonghi, 
xitempted wun assault on the outer works of 
that fortress but was repulsed by the Greeks, 
with considerable loss. Admiral Miaulis, it is 
suid, had burned several ‘Turkish vessels be- 
tween Modon and Navarino. 

‘The London Sun of the evening of the 19th 
August, notices the receipt of Papers of the 
27.h, and says—*The only interesting news 
they contain is that from Spain, and thence 
we learn that disturbances have taken place 
in that country, and that its affairs are fast ap 
proaching to 2 crisis. The leader of the re- 
bels is Gen. Bessieres, and he has been join- 
ed by three companies of the regiment of 
Santiaro, cantoned at Jelafe, and they took 
the route to Brihuega.

“must be obvious that the Mexican govern- 
ment could not have heard of the result of 
the Court Martial on the Foxardo affair, at 
the time the tender was made to Com. P.” 
nor is it reasonable to make him accountable 
for the high opinion which others appear to 
entertain of his character, or of consequences 
arising therefrom. 

Of the propriety of his accepting either of 
those invitations there can be no question, 
provided he chooses to do so; a choice in 
which he will be influenced by higher con- 
siderations than those of self-interest or per- 
sonal aggrandizement.
